XSerefore enacted by the .aid Mayor 
and Council that from and alter the passing of 
Ubis By-Law, as follows ;— ■< . 

1 If at any lima alter the passing of this 
By-Law- any owner, lessee or occupier of land 
within the limits of the City of Victoria afotes 
E, upon wbloh land any of the plants com- 
mon y known as the Tuistle shall ho growing, 
ThaU not within seven days niter any notice in 
■ writing that such Thistles are grow.nK upon 
web tend signed by the Mayor ot the City of 
bucu ibuu b ocen served upon such 



S^SSonccupier, or left for him at 
his usual or last known place of abode, effec- 
tually destroy M of the said plants so known 
a. he TbistleUen growing and being- upon 
such and, every such owner, lessee or occu- 



5. Upon complaint being duly made to 
the Mayor that any such Thiotles are sus> 
pectcd to bo growing or are growing 
upon any sucli land, tho said Mayor shall 
maK.0 an order in writing' for some per., 
son to enter upon such land to search and 
ascertain it there are' any siwh Thistles grow- 
ing, and being thereupon, or as tho case may- 
be, shall si(rii such notice to the owner or oa- 
cupiur of any such land as hereinafter provid- 
ed, and also upon being satisfied tint such 
Thistles are growing and that such notice has 
been seivcd or left or affixed aud advertised 
as herein provided, shall make an order for 
the destruction and eradication of any such 
Thistles as aforesaid growing and being upon 
any such laud by some person to he named in 
such order, the expense cf which shall he 
recoverable a3 hereinbefore provided. 

(J. The expenses of and attending any such 
destruction and eradication of the plants com- 
monly known as tho Thistle when adjudged, 
assessed or allowed, as hereinbefore is mention- 
ed, if tho same shall ho unpaid, unrecovered 
or unsatisfied thereafter for a period ot Thirty 
days, shall together with all costs, if any, and 
the casts of registration hereinafter men- 
tioned, bear interest until paid at the 
rata of eighteen dollars per cent per 
annum, and together with all such costs and 
nil interest accrued and thenceforth to accrue 
shall bu registered as a charge against the 
laud in respect of which, or of the owners, 
lessees or occupiers whereof such expenses 
uad monies were so adjudged assessed and al- 
lowed as aforesaid and a certificate under the 
hand of the Mayor stating the amount so ad- 
judged, assessed or. allowed^ unrqepvered and 
unsatiified, and describing the said last men- 
tioned land, shall bo a sullicient authority to 
the Registrar Genera] of Titles of British Col- 
umbia lo effect such registration, and upon a 
like certificate of payment the said registra- 
tion shall be cancelled. 

7. All monies recoverable under this By-law 
shall be paid over aud appropriated In the 
manner described in 'The Municipal Fines 
Ordinance, 1870.' 

S. In the construe ion of this By-law the 
words 'tho plant' commonly known as 'the 
Thistle,' and tho word 'Thistle' shall bo held 
to include all plants commonly known by the 
name of Thistles, and shall also be held to 
include the plants known by tho Botanical 
names of 'Carduus I'ulustris,' 'Uarduua Mnriati- 
us,' 'Cardials Benedictus,' 'Carduus Lanceol a 
t u a , ' 'Onoporduirj Acanthium,' and 'Xnulhium 
Spinosum.' 

9. This By-law may bo cited for all pur- 
poses as 'The By-law for destroying Thistles, 
1879.'

The Mission aiul its Results. 

That tbo DologuioH sent to Ottawu 
for the purpose of negotiating torms 01 
union with the Dominion have woll and 
faithfully performed the important task 
assigned to them by Governor Mub- 
grave appears to be no longer matter 
of doubt. That, while iu Canada, theee 
gentlemen conducted themselves in auoh 
a manner us to earn the good opinion 
of all elassos with whom they wore 
brought into contact, and that they 
Buoceeded in makiug an impression and 
circulating information which cannot 
fail to redound to thomotorial advantage 
of British Columbia, are facts which 
must bo highly gratifying to themselves 
and eminently eatisfaolory to the colony 
which they appear to have represented 
so ably and so creditably. Thoro wa- 
just one question in regard to which 
the Delctriiloi did not altogether possess 
Iho confidence of tbo people- of ttiii- 

oolcny wo allude to the question of 

Respi n-iblo Guvernmont, On that 
point tbey, of oourse, spoke the senti- 
ment:! ot the Government. Lt is grati- 
fying, however, to kuow that upon this 
question a compromise was made which 
will fully moot the exigenoios of the 
case and tho wishes of the people. Al- 
though no authorized version of tho 
term's agreed upon at Ottawa has yet 
buen mode known, wo havo been e»a. 
bled to indicate with a considerable de- 
gree of clearness the most important 
points. The financial terms, tho rail- 
way, the graving-dook, tno line of Bri- 
tish Moamets between this colony and 
San Francisco, the privilege of having 
the application of tho Dominion turiQ' 
withheld for a certain period if thought 
desirable, the power to enter the Do- 
minion of Canada with a Constitution 
based upon tho principle of full fto- 
eponsib : e Government, tho number of 
representatives in the Senate and Com- 
mons, aro all points ro pecting which 
there need ho no douhc. The item in 
our terms which aBked Canada to con- 
struct, within three years after union, 
an overland waggou-road was, as mou 
thinking persons must havo expected, 
eliminated altogether. It will thus he 
observed that tho torms oame back 
withrut any very great modification, 
that is, the torms as sent down to the 
.'Legislature by our Government Trie 
bisis of population has been cut down 
from 1'J0,UUU to 100 000, which will, of 
cour=n, reduce tho per capita subsidy 
to the extent ot Slti.000; but wo ap- 
prehend there are lew who will not bo 
prepared to admit the fairness of the 
chace. The uumbor of represents- 
ti7es°to bo sent to tho Federal Councils 
is slightly reduced ; hut who will say 
that three in the Senate and six in the 
Commons is not, after all, a liberal rep- 
resentation foe this colony ? Tho an> 
nual grant of §35,000 toward tho sup- 
port ot the local Government is just as 
it came from tho bauds of our Govern- 
ment. It will be romombored that this 
item waB raised to $75,000 by a vote 
ot tho local Legislature; but wo aro 
greatly deposed to suspect tbut even 
those who voted fir tho iucrease did so 
for tho most pari from a disinclination 
to appear as opposing a larger subsi- 
dy, rather than from a"y well groun- 
ed belief that the larger figure would 
ever be seriously entertained at Ottawa. 
Thus it will bo seen that, with the ex- 
ception of tbo elimination of the wag- 
gon-road, and a modification of the ba- 
sis of population, thereby slightly re- 
ducing tho representation and per 
caipta subsidy, the terma will 
have been returned to Governor 
Mnsgi uve substantially tho same as they 
left bis hand,! in March. Nay, they ure 
improved by a concession in regard to 
the Customs tariff, and the provision by 
which the poople will have the oppor- 
tunity of entering the Dominion on a 
political equality with tbo older Pro« 
vinces. Ttiero is reason to think that 
some neC'HBury delay will occur in muk- 
iii" any otlicial announcement of tho 
term.s: but we arc disposed to boliot'o that 
wlion they shall have been made known 
thure will bo a very general disposition 
to accept them with a feeling <f satis- 
faction, one might almost bay thankful- 
ness, to the Governor in whoso hands 
Con fed or at ion has, iu so short a spueo of 
time, assumed a form so favorable and 
BO practical, to those gentlemen who 
havo to well discharged their duties in 
conducting the negotiations at Ottawa, 
and to Canada lor tho largo and liborul 
spirit in which she lias mot tho colony. 
It may bo added that the present cal- 
culation is that tho formal admission 
of British Columbia into tbo Dominion 
of Canada will take place on the 1st July, 
2S7l — that being at ouce tho anniver- 
sary ot the union of the other Provinces 
and the commencement of tho fircul 
year «f tho Dominion ; and there would 
appear to bo no reusou for thinking 
that the Government has miscalculated. 



Lately, says the London Broad Ar- 
row, every week has soon bodies being 
exercised on the railway hetwoon Jiorliu 
and Hamburg, in preparing trains of 
carriages, entering atid descending 
from the same, and loading them with 
materials of war. Tho construction of 
tho line which is to oonneot Kiel with 
iho railway network of Europe is boing 
unremittingly pursued.

The British Columbian Question. 

Tho Ottaioa Times, a loading organ 
of the Dominion Government, has a 
very able loading article upon tho above 
question, from which wo make tho fol- 
lowing extracts : 

'Tlio British Columbian delegates 
have now taken their departure from 
Ottawa, and although wo aro not pre- 
mitted to kuow the exact turms of 
union agreed upon botwoon them and 
tho coin initio of ihe Privy Council, or bow 
fur they differ from those originally of- 
fered by tho dolegaUs, wo havo the 
sntlslalion of knowing that the later 
aro quite satisfied with tho result of 
their mission, and that they rogard the 
speedy admission of British' Columbiu 
into tho Confederation, as boing, in all 
human probability, certain to take place 
before many months havo passed. We 
believe that tho report ol committee was 
laid before the|Counc'd yesterday, and that 
the torms agreed upon will lie at once 
forwarded to His Excellency to rocoiyo 
his signature, and will bo sunt on by him 
to Governor Musgrave. If appr »ved by 
him they will then bo made publio, and 
ho will issue tho writ lor an election in 
British Columbia under the new con- 
stitution promised by him in his mess- 
age to tho Legislature, The election 
will take place in October; the Douse will 
meet iu December to consider the pro* 
posed terms, and if aoooptod, they will 
bo laid before the Dominion Parliament 
in Fobruaiy next. Alter being discuss- 
ed hero, if thoj aro agreed upon, joint 
addresses will bo forwarded to the 
Queen from Canada and British Colum 
Dia, praying Her Mnjesty to consent tu 
tho admission of the latter into the 
Dominion. Tho Royal proclamation 
will then bo isaued, and the union will 
probably come iuto effect about the 
commencement of tho financial your, 
July 1st 1871. It is pretty generally 
understood that ono of tho most iBOpor* 
taut matters connected with tho Hon- 
orable Mr, Campbell's vi«tt to England, 
is to lay boloro the Government and 
people of the Mother Uouutry the subject 
of tiie trans-Continental railroad to con- 
nect British Columbia with this portion 
ol the Dominion, and to ascertain wnat 
amount of assistance can ho obtained 
towards its construction. No ono can 
-hut their oyes to the fact that union 
with British Columbia, followed by the 
building of this railroad, would not in 
ihe end bo of much avail. A railway 
running through British territory and 
uniting tho two ocoans, is un absolute 
neccossiiy of our position, but it is not 
only as Canadians, but as subjects of the 
Empire, that wo are anxious to see it 
aotomplisned. It has been shown by 
the reports ot moio than on" orjiiunot en- 
gineer, that such u road would lorni the 
best line of communication betwoon 
Great Britain and China and Japan, and 
would therefore materially assist Eng- 
lish merchants iu maintaining tho posi- 
tion which they now enjoy in tho Chi. 
ueso and Japanese trade, It would 
also serve to greatly stenglheii British 
power in India, iu tho event of thai 
great struggle for tho possession of In- 
dia, which many people may think is 
iioonor or later sure to oonae, troo;is and 
munitions of war could ho brought 
across tho Atlantic to Halifax, Irom 
thence convoyed by our Pacific iiailroad 
to Victoria, and so on across the Pacific 
Ocean to Madras and Calcutta, far more 
safely than by any other ruu'o, In the 
uveal of a war between Great Britain 
end Russia it is very doubtful whether 
the « overland route,' by way of Alex- 
andria and the Bed sea, would he at all 
times available. The American Pacilie 
Iiailroad certainly would not • so 
that, iu order to avoid the de- 
lays and perils of the long sea 
voyage round tho Cape of Good 
Hope, the C nadian railroad would 
be the only mute upon which 
the Imperial Goverumsul could woll 
depend. The construction of tins railroad, 
therefore, would not oidy bo an immense 
benefit to us and a certuio bond of uiiiori 
between the ditlereni Provinces of the Do- 
minion, but it woulJ alio lend tj establish 
tho military and commercial supremacy ol 
Briiain in India, Obinaand Japan. Mr Truicti, 
who intends loaving Quebec for Eoy Iu ej on 
th;8lu proximo, will oo-operute wnh Mi 
Campbell in his ellortu to lay lbs railroad 
scheme before the British Government in u 
proper liyht. 

Wo believe that Mr Trntcb will also ex< 
plain i "j the Imperial authoii'iea iho actual 
position of affairs as regards tho San Juau 
boundary. No cue is more thoroughly cam - 
netent to do bo than ho, his position in ilia 
Uoverninei t nt Briiish Columbia luviug, of 
course, afforded bim every opportunity '/I be 
coming acquainted wir.h all the lacis beariug 
upon the case.' 

Altar Hbedding a ray of equivocal light 
upon tbe precise geographical position ol San 
Juau, and its relations to Esquimalt and 
Victoria, our contemporary adds, 

•■ Now that ttie delegates havo left us, we 
may be allowed to euy lhat dining their so- 
journ hero they buvo made a mosi favorable 
impression upon all with whom I ho v tinViJ 
been brought iu contact, nor, only as piea aut, 
gentlouianly men, but a^ men of lib Iny and 
broad, comprehensive ideas. Wd way also 
add, as u manor ivi:hm our o.vu personal 
knowledge, that they nave born very much 
gratified with lbs industrious busiuoFB habits 
and statesmanlike qualities of our Canadian 
Ministers — the litre of which, to u e the 
language of ono of the delegates, 'Ibey did 
not expect to Had.' Wo are only expressing 
tho wishes ol ilia whole people ol Canada 
wbeu wo s iy thai we trust mat the results of 
their mission may prove in nil rrspeots satis « 
factory to tho British Columbian poople, lhat 
their prosperity as well as ours may be in 
created by the proposed union, and that iho 
safety, honor and welfare of our Sor/orniga 
and all hor domiuiouo may be advanced 
thereby."
